■hard  to  estimate.  The  Universe 
is  tops  as  a publicity  agent  for 
BYU.  It  is  sent  to  300  subscrib- 
ers throughout  the  United  States 
and  overseas.  It  is  also  sent  on 
an  exchange  basis  to  most  of  the 
leading  universities  in  the  United 
States. 

As  a medium  for  expressing 
student  viewpoint,  it  is  even 
more  important,  for  it  serves  as 
a barometer  of  student  opinion 
to  both  the  administration  of  the 
university  and  to  the  General 
Authorities  of  the  Church,  who 
each  receive  every  issue. 

Its  function  of  disseminating 
the  news  to  the  studentbody  is 
its  most  challenging  responsibili- 
ty. In  the  process  of  gathering 
and  editing  the  news  the  staff 
gains  practical  journalistic  ex- 
perience. 

The  man  on  whose  shoulders 
falls  the  tremendous  responsi- 
bility of  “getting  out  the  paper” 
is  Editor-in-Chief,  Dave  Forsyth. 
Because  of  the  necessarily  high 
requirements  for  the  office  of 
Editor,  it  is  provided  in  the 
ASBYU  constitution  that  the  Ed- 
itor-in-Chief  be  appointed  rather 
than  elected. 

Editor  Appointed 

Thus  in . the  spring  of  each 
year  the  Publications  Committee, 
consisting  of  five  faculty  mem- 
bers and  five  students  (repre- 
senting journalistic  and  student- 
body  interests  on  campus)  inter- 
views each  candidate  and  ap- 
points not  only  the  Editor  but 
the  Business  Manager  as  well. 
It  is  provided  in  the  . ASBYU 
constitution  that  should  there  be 
two  candidates  of  equal  qualifi- 
cations, they  should  be  voted 
upon  by  the  entire  studentbody. 

The  Editor,  after  his  appoint- 
ment, is  free  to  choose  whom- 
ever he  wishes  for  his  assistants. 

Complete  Process 

Every  story  appearing  in  the 
Universe  goes  through  a com- 
plex process  which  includes: 
gathering  facts,  writing  the 
story,  copy  reading  for  spelling, 
grammatical,  and  factual  correc- 
tions, rewriting,  setting  up  in 
type  at  the  BYU  Press,  proof 
reading  for  typographical  mis- 
takes, headline  writing,  makeup 
of  the  page,  soliciting  of  adver- 
tising, composing  ads,  processing 
photographs,  writing  editorials 
and  cutlines,  etc.

Apparent- 
ly, he  wants  the  voters  to  cast 
ballots  for  Republicans  - - not 
against  Democrats. 

National  Figures 
Knowing  that  men  have  used 
congressional  committees  to 
build  themselves  into  national 
political  figures;  a question  aris- 
es—what  is  the  purpose  of  con- 
gressional investigating  commit- 
tees? They  should  exist  for  rea- 
sons other  than  to  catapult  Ke- 
faufers  and  McCarthys  into 
prominence.  The  charge  that  the 
committees  have  abandoned  the 
American  ideal  of  fair  play  and 


thrills  of  a college  athletic  event 
is  the  sight  of  the  smart,  color- 
ful music-makers  strutting  their 
stuff.

Expedition  Checks 
Validity  of  Indian 
Relics,  Inscriptons 

To  investigate  validity  of  new 
sources  for  proof  of  the  Book 
of  Mormon  an  expedition  was 
sent  recently  to  Arizona  and 
New  Mexico.  The  party  invest- 
igated Indian  relics  and  a Hebrew 
inscription  chiseled  in  sedimen- 
tary rock. 

The  inscription,  located  38 
miles  from  Albuquerque,  N.M., 
contains  a portion  of  the  Ten 
Commandments  in  Ancient  Heb- 
rew. Detailed  investigations,  con- 
ducted by  Dr.  Sidney  B.  Sperry, 
director  of  graduate  study  in  re- 
ligion, are  .now  being  made  to 
determine  if  the  inscription  is 
authentic  or  forged. 

The  party  included  Dr.  Hugh 
Nibley,  professor  of  history  and 
religion;  John  L.  Sorenson,  in- 
structor in  archaeology;  Dr.  Wel- 
by  Ricks,  optometrist,  interest- 
ed in  archaeological  findings; 
Dr.  Sperry;  and  Pres.  Milton  R. 
Hunter,  of  the  Council  of  the 
Seventy.
